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Remarks 

Claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are pending in the present application and are 

rejected. 
Rejections 

Claims 1-5, 7-8, 12-16, 19, 21-26 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-9 
and 11-15 of U.S. Patent No. 6,773,763. 

A Terminal Disclaimer regarding U.S. Patent No. 6,773,763 is filed herewith. 
Accordingly, claims 1-5, 7-8, 12-16, 19, 21-26 are now allowable. 

Claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3-6, 8, 10 and 12-13 
of U.S. patent No. 6,592,935. 

A Terminal Disclaimer regarding U.S. Patent No. 6,592,935 is filed herewith. 
Accordingly, claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are now allowable. 

Claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 47, 51-56, 58 and 61-67 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,097,885. 

A Terminal Disclaimer regarding U.S. Patent No. 7,097,885 is filed herewith. 
Accordingly, claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are now allowable. 
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Claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10 of 
copending Application No. 10/064,583. 

A Terminal Disclaimer regarding U.S. Patent Application No. 10/064,583 is 
filed herewith. Accordingly, claims 1-10, 12-19 and 21-26 are now allowable.
